Public  School  Meeting. 

-in  aceonluno*  with  tlio  published  notice, 
a  large  and  highly  intelligent  meeting,  in¬ 
cluding  some  ladies  and  school  children, 
met  in  the  Central  school  house  on  Monday 
evening. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  l>y  onr 
worthy  patriarch  in  educational  matters,  Mr.

A  fine  lot  of  ground  has  been  purc  hased 
by  tliis  a* station,  100  feet  front  on  Broad 
street  and  93  feet  in  depth  on  Lilx  rty  street 
— the  consideration  l>eing  ?h,000.  The 
plans  of  the  elegant  building  it  is  proposed 
to  erect  on  this  site  leave  boon  prepared  by 
Mr.  H.  Hudson  Holly,  of  Trinity  buildings 
New-  York.  We  saw  them  on  Tuesday  eve 
uing,  and  have  no  hesitancy  in  pronouncing 
them  as  nearly  i*rfeot  in  design  and  sh  tai 
as  conl*l  Ik-  d.-sirpd.  When  carried  out  in 
the  erection  of  the  building,  they  can  no 
fitil  to  produce  an  imposing  as  well  as  high¬ 
ly  pleasing  effect. 

The  architect  has  departed  from  the  con 
veiitionid  style  usually  adoptcsl  in  planning 
a  business  edifice.  Instead  of  the  plain 
monotonous  block,  he  in  tliis  instance 
gives  UN  a  tasty,  gothic  structure— not  ir- 
re pillar  in  slia]>e,  but  introducing  such  fea- 
t ii res  here  and  there  the  effect  of  w  hich  is 
to  relieve  in  great  measure,  the  monotony 
of  a  rectangular  edifice.  This  is  done 
bv  a  l>old  treatment  of  door  and  win¬ 
dow  architraves,  the  dormers  that  pierce 
the  somewhat  steep  roof,  and  the  ele¬ 
gant  tower  with  which  the  same  is  surmount¬ 
ed.  The  materials,  to  l>c  used  in  construc¬ 
tion  are  iron,  stone  find  brick — cut-stone  1k'- 
ing  ns»-d  as  facings.  The  building  will  cov¬ 
er  by  95  feet.  There  will  1*-  four  elegant 
stores  on  the  first  floor,  which  is  to  be  ele¬ 
vated  some  four  feet  above  grade,  thus  af¬ 
fording  well-lighted  stores  oroffices  in  the 
basement.  The  second  story/ con  template's 
a  spacious  lull,  having  an  auditofum  fil  by 
70  feet.  The  hull  lias  a  gallery  over  the  ves¬ 
tibule  only,  affording  an  auditorium  un¬ 
broken  by  columns,  w  ith  a  ceiling  of  24 
feet.  The,  stage  or  platform  has  spacious 
ante-rooms  on  each  side.

Tne  annual  report  of  the  Tmstees,  which 

hail  l>ecn  prepared  and  printed,  was  intro¬ 
duced  and  the  Treasurer’s  Report  as  contain¬ 
ed  therein  was  read.  Tnis  report  showed  a 
balance  due  the  School  Trustees  from  the 
Townsliip  Collector  of  some  $6,000,  also  an 
item  charging  the  Township  Committee 
with  one  year's,  interest  on  tliis  unpaid  bal¬ 
ance.  This  elicited  considerable  discussion 
A  member  of  the  town  committee,  Mr. 
Sanxny,  desired  hi  know  why  the  Township 
committee  were  charged  w  ith  the  interest  on 
this  money. 

Mr.  Page,  one  of  the  Trustees  argued 
that  os  the  township  received  interest  upon 
delinquent  taxes,  he  saw  no  reason  why  the 
school  trustees  should  uot  have  the  same 
privilege  in  regard  to  the  school  money  due 
them. 

Mr.  Turner  thought  that  the  Township 
collector,  and  not  the  committee  was  res¬ 
ponsible  to  the  trustees  for  the  money  due 
them. 

Further  discussions  and  explanations 
took  plan-  in  the  course  of  which  it  was 
showm  that  the  cause  of  education  had  suf¬ 
fered  some  inconvenience  financially,  fiom 
the  fact  tliat  funds  which  naturally  1>elong- 
od  to  the  trustees  for  school  purposes  hail 
been  applied  to  other  matters  in  the  town- 
township,  sidewalks,  etc.,  but  the  irregu¬ 
larity  was  set  down  to  the  account  of  Hie 
collector,  rather  than  the  town  committee. 
The  cause  <>f  the  Trustees  was  well  pleaded 
and  it  was  deemed  neccessary  to  institute 
measures  looking  to  tlie  placing  iu  their 
hands  of  the  funds  so  nmcli  needed  by  them. 
With  this  object  in  viefw,  a  resolution  was 
introduced  instructing  the  school  Trustees 
to  institute  proper  or  legal  measures  to  col¬ 
lect  the  money  due  them  from  the  township 
collector. 

Mr.  -Dodd  thought  that  the  township  com- 


tant  p.irt  of  the  whole  structure— the  libra-  mittee  were  morally  responsible  to  the  Tras- 
ry.

entrance,  a  large  and  l>eantiful  room,  eircu- 
lar  in  form,  one  lndf  of  which  extends  lie-* 
yond  the  principal  building.

Mr.  Reford  iu  reply  thought  it  unjust  that 
the  trustees  should  demand  all  the  money 
appropriated  for  school  purposes  when  the 
tax  hid  not  l>een  wholly  collected,  there  l>e- 
arnplo  i  jjjg  a  deficiency  of  some  $9,000. 

Tne  resolution  of  Mr.  Turner  wnsawend- 


Mr.  Lyon  considered  tliis  action  out  of 
order  and  premature,  on  the'ground  that 
he  had  the  floor,  before  the  motion  was  put- 
The  Chairman  was  sorry  for  the  gentleman 
but  it  was  unfortunate  for  him  in  not  being 
recognized. 

Mr.  L.  thought  it  was  unfortunate  for  the 
meeting. 

Mr.  Sanxay  moved  that  the  gentleman 
from  West  End  be  allowed  to  speak,  limit¬ 
ing  the  time  to  half  an  hour.  This  was  as¬ 
sented  to,  and  Mr.  L.  proceeded  to  criticize 
the  recommendations  of  the  trustees.  Mr. 
Roford  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  which  the 
Chairman  ruled  to  be  well  taken,  as  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  discussing  the  recommendations  had 
been  disposed  of. 

Nominations  were  now  made  for  school 
trustees,  an4  the  balloting  began.  During 
the  time  consumed  by  counting  the  votes, 
the  reverend  gentleman  who  acted  as  chair¬ 
man,  suggested  that  as  a  number  of  the 
scholars  and  teachers  were  present,  that 
they  favor  the  meeting  with  some  singing 
This  met  witli  much  approval,  and  by  re 
ju(«t  Mr.  Stackpole,  principal  of  the 
'High  School  Department,  aided  by  the  la¬ 
dies  present,  struck  up  one  of  the  Jubilee 
songs,  which  was  received  with  applause. 
Other  songs  followed  and  proved  to  be  a 
very  acceptable  innovation. 

The  votes  were  at  length  counted  and  the 
following  named  gentlemen  were  declared 
elected  trustees: 

C.  Peloubet,  37  ;  John  Sherman,  29  ;  Rev. 
A.  C.  Frissell,  20  ;  W.  S.  Baldwin,  12  ;  E. 
Paige,  26. 

Rev.  Mr.  Knox  suggested  that  the  notice 
of  the  annual  school  meeting  be  printed 
conspicuously  on  the  back  of  the  printed 
report,  the  same  to  be  circulated  two  weeks 
previous  to  the  annual  meeting.  Adopted. 

Mr.  Turner  moved  tliat  notices  of  the 
school  meetings  also  be  published  in  the 
newspaper  published  in  the  town,  which  was 
also  adopted. 

It  wfas  found  to  la*  too  late  to  take  up  the 
recommendations  of  the  trustees,  and  Mr. 
Peckliam  moved  that  it  be  made  the  subject 
of  a  future  meeting. 

Mr.  Knox  hoped  that  the  meeting  would 
lie  devoted  w  holly  to  this  important  subject. 

The  attractions  of  music  and  the  power  of 
the  press  was  also  brought  to  bear  upon  tin* 
question  of  ensuring  a  large  attendance  at 
the  meeting  which,  upon  motion  of  Mr. 
Peckham,  was  called  for  Monday,  April  2 1st. 

Mr.  Reford  offered  a  resolution  to  the  ef¬ 
fect  that  the  thanks  of  the  meeting  he  ac¬ 
corded  to  the  trustees  for  the  care  and  labor 
liestowed  upon  their  report,  which  was 
adopted,  when  the  meeting  adjourned. 


MONTCLAIR  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mm  Editor  :-Firet  a  few  items  respoct- 
pecting  the  license  question-  Every  one 
was  disappointed  in  the  result  except  a 
few  knowing  ones.  The  politicians  declar¬ 
ed  tliat  “no  license”  could  not  be  earned  : 
the  dealers  in  the  “  article”  felt  they  hail  a 
sure  thing,  so  much  so,  that  one  of  them 
promised  that  if  “  no  license”  was  earned, 
he  would  shut  up,  though  his  license  ran 
until  next  January.  Some  of  us  were  agree¬ 
ably  disappointed  by  the  large  majority  by 
which,  in  a  closely  contested  election,  we 
carried  the  question.  I  mistrust  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  we  shall  havo  more  of  the  respect  of 
the  politicians  and  less  of  their  opposition  ; 
that  at  our  next  election  our  majority  will 
be  largely  increased.  I  enclose  yon  a  copy 
of  the  law' as  amended-  On  Tuesday  eve¬ 
ning  a  large  number  of  the  influential  citi¬ 
zens  met  in  Association  Hall  and  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  law.  It 
was  decided  to  retain  Hon.  Courtlandt  Par¬ 
ker  ;  to  get  his  written  opinion  as  to  the 
provision  and  effect  of  the  law  ,  then  in  a 
kind  and  Christian  spirit  ,  make  appeal  to 
those  who  sliall  continue  to  break  the  law 
and  when  these  measures  fail,  to  enforce  the 
same.

Mr.  Editor  Now  that  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  a  School  Trustees  are  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed  in  our  special  meeting,  would  it  not 
lie  well  to  have  the  correct  idea  of  our  law, 
more  generally  diffused  ? 

The  first  recommendation  proposes  a 

change  in  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting 
for  the  election  of  trustees.  How  much 
does  this  change  include  ?  Is  it  to  bea  meet¬ 
ing  at  which  both  the  election  of  trustees 
takes  places  and  the  funds  appropriated  ? 
There  are  two  meetings  under  the  present 
law,  held  annually.  And  th*e  is  some  ob¬ 
scurity  in  the  public  mind  in  reference  to 
the  time  and  objects  of  these  two  meetings. 
Sometimes  the  meeting  for  the  appropria¬ 
tion  of  funds  comes  first,  and  sometimes  the 
election  comes  first :  Can  you  not  favor  us 
with  extracts  from  tin?  law,  so  far  as  the  law 
pertains  to  this  subject  Then  we  can  all 
understand  clearly,  the  precise  thing  on 
wliich  we  are  called  to  act,  in  adopting  or 
rejecting  the  first  recommendation.  Let  us 
not  Jmake  any  mistake  in  such  an  important 
matter  as  the  education  of  onr  children.

tarily.  All  along  the  railroads  leading  from 
the  metropolis,  towns  and  villages  have 
sprang  up  within  a  few  years,  and  are  fast 
Incoming  united  by  the  rapid  settlement  of 
the  intervening  country.  This  is  specially 
tlu*  case  on  the  lines  of  the  railroads  which 
have  l**eu  managed  in  a  manner  to  encour¬ 
age  settlement,  by  offering  comfortable, 
rapid,  and  safe  means  of  travel,  and  a  gener¬ 
ous  rate  of  commutation  of  fares.  The 
delay  in  reaching  the  steam  trains  penetra¬ 
ting  Westchester  County  from  the  business 
parts  of  the  city  has  served  to  retard  settle¬ 
ment  in  a  northernlv  direction,  to  the  great 
advantage  of  New  Jersey  and  Long  Island, 
though  neither  the  ferry  nor  railroad  accom¬ 
odations  to  the  Litter  are  equal  to  the  former. 
Of  the  2,220,627  people  in  metropolitan 
New  York,  including  the  suburbs  for  forty 
mill's  in  every  direction,  6  per  cent-  live  in 
Westchester  County,  23 J  per  cent,  on  Long 
Island,  24 1  per  cent,  in  New  Jersey,  and  41 } 
per  cent  live  in  New  York.  Forty  thou¬ 
sand  more  persons  live  within  the  distance 
named,  irr  New  Jersey  than  within  the  same 
limits  on  Long  Island,  Brooklyn  included.

without  reference  to  the 
classes  they  may  be  appointed  to  teach,  and 
not  to  1>e  changed  except  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year  under  the  following  rales  : 
Salary  for  first  year’s  service  to  be  four 
hundred  and  fifty* dollars,  and  if  the  en¬ 
gagement  be  renewed  in  succeeding  years, 
five  hundred  and  fifty  dolLirs  per  year. 

When  any  person,  who  lias  not  had  any 
experience  in  teaching,  applies  for  a  situa¬ 
tion,  she  must,  before  she  can  receive  an  ap¬ 
pointment,  teach  for  three  months  on  trial, 
in  any  class  the  Trustees,  in  connection 
with  the  principal  of  grammar  department, 
shall  designate,  her  compensation  to  be  one 
dollar  per  day.  She  will  then  be  an  appli¬ 
cant  in  competition  with  any  others  who 
may  offer. 

All  cannot  attend  the  Normal  school  in 
Trenton  and  be  trained  there,  neither  should 
any  one  be  appointed  to  teach  a  class  who 
has  hail  no  training.  Many  who  have  hail 
the  qualifications  have  failed  of  making 
good  teachers,  or  as  good  as  they  woidd  be, 
could  they  have  been  under  the  instruction 
of  a  judicious  teacher  for  a  time,  and  sure¬ 
ly  no  1-hiss  should  l>e  pnt  under  a  teacher 
who  has  had  no  training 

The  Tmstees  also  recommend  that  a  class 
ahould  be  formed,  to  be  called  the  ungrad¬ 
ed  or  special  class,  to  be  composed,  of  those 
children  who  are  so  dull  and  slow  to  learn 
tliat  they  keep  constantly  behind  their  class, 
and  without  consuming  a  great  deal  more  of 
the  teacher’s  time  than  can  be  spared  in  jus¬ 
tice  to  the  other  scholars,  they  lose  most  of 
the  advantages  of  the  school 

Those  who  are  kept  behind  their  class  in 
consequence  of  their  parents  requiring  or 
allowing  them  to  stay  at  home  part  of  th^p 
time.  Excusing  a  scholar  does  not  teach 
him  his  lesson. 

Those  who  keep  themselves  dragging 
along  by  playing  truant,  or  through  indo¬ 
lence,  or  incorrigible  mischief. 

Mr.  Knox  earnestly  endeavored  to  impress 
upon  those  present  the  importance  of  dis¬ 
cussing  these  recommendations  ;  was  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  a  distinct,  well  defined  system  of  ed¬ 
ucation  ;  he  desired  to  have  his  children  ed 
neated  there  ;  and  thought  that  this  present 
meeting  was  the  best  opportunity  to  obtain 
a  full  consideration  of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Griffin  obtained  the  floor  and  wanted 
to  proceed  to  elect  the  trustees.  Without 
intending,  it  is  presumed,  any  disparage¬ 
ment  against  the  esteemed  clergyman’s 
eloquent  and  well  grounded  appeal  on  be 
half  of  education,  our  worthy  janitor  ad 
van  cud  the  irresistible  argument  that 
the  lamps  hail  been  keroeened  only  unti 
half-past  ten,  it  was  now  nearly  ten,  and  the 
meeting  had  g»t  to  elect  trustees  in  any 
event. 

Mr.  Turner  now  moved  to  proceed  to  the 
election  of  Trustees,  which  was  carried.

One  can  t  ex 
pect  a  good  sermon  from  you  ministers  who 
come  out  here  ahdP^reacli  for  $800  or  $1,000 
a  year.  '*  The  shoe  fits  rqn  dly  well  otliers 
who  never  patronize  a  home  institution  if 
they  can  help  it.  Who  will  deny  that  by 
thus  exercising  mutuality  all  of  us  will  not 
be  benefitted  ? 

In  the  late  school  meeting,  allnsioh  was 
made  to  the  number  of  children  who  are 
sent  on  the  trains  to  neighboring  cities  for 
an  education.  We  earnestly  protest  against 
the  injustice  done  our  own  home  institu 
tions  in  thus  turning  the  cold  shoulder  upon 
them.  We  may  engage  the  best  teachers 
in  the  land,  adopt  the  most  excellent  system, 
the  most  careful  routine  that  can  be  invent¬ 
ed,  but  our  Bloomfield  High  School  or  Free 
Schools  will  never  become  popular  or  suc¬ 
cessful  unless  this  reprehensible  practice  is 
abolished.

pose  sliall  lie  sejmrute,  and  shall  havo  writ¬ 
ten  or  printed  on  it  the  word  “license,”  or 
the  words  “no  license,”  and  when  received 
shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate  box,  similar 
in  all  res}K*cte  to  the  box  prescribed  by  law, 
and  to  be  provided  and  paid  for  in  the  same 
way  ;  and  at  the  close  of  said  election,  the 
officers  shall  make  out  and  sign  a  certificate 
of  the  result,  showing  the  numl»er  of  votes 
in  favor  of,  and  against  such  license,  and 
within  five  days  thereafter  deliver  the  same 
to  the  county  clerk. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  Tliat  for  the  first 
offence  against  the  first  section  of  the  sup¬ 
plement  of  an  net  to  which  tliis  is  a  supple¬ 
ment,  approved  March  eighth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy,  the  offender 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars, 
and  for  each  and  every  subsequent  offence 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  said  penalty 
iO  be  appropriated  to  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  township  of  Montclair. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted ,  That  said  penatly 
may  bp  enforced  by  complaint  brought  be- 
ore  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county 

of  Essex,  in  the  name  of  the  inhabitants  of 
lie  township  of  Montclair,  and  it  shall  be 
he  duty  of  such  justice  to  commit  such  of- 
ender  to  the  county  jail,  there  to  be  left  at 
lard  work  for  any  time  not  exceeding  three 
mouthy,  or  until  such  offender  shall  pay  the 
amount  of  said  forfeiture  or  fines  and  cost 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  it  shall  ap¬ 
pear  that  any  election  held  in  said  township 
of  Montclair,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  the  acts  of  which  it  is  a  sup- 

ement,  as  aforesaid,  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  were  for  “  no  license,”  it  shall  not 
thereafter  be  lawful  to  permit  any  person  or 
persons  to  sell  any  ale,  porter,  beer,  or  other 
malt,  spirituous,  or  vinous  liquors  within 
said  township,  until  it  shall  be  so  decided  by 
a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  at  some 
subsequent  election. 

5.  And  it  enacted.  That  so  much  and 
such  parts  of  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  as 
are  inconsiatent  with  the  provisions  of  tliis 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  that  this  act  sliall  take  effect  immediate¬ 
ly*

Mr.  J.  M.  Mandeville,  organ  builder  of 
1G3  and  1G5  Atlantic  street,  Brooklyn,  has 
recently  built,  at  a  cost  of  some  $3000,  a 
beautiful  organ  for  the  private  residence  of 
Mr.  A.  T.  Morris,  of  this  place.  We  re¬ 
cently  had  the  pleasure,  by  invitation,  to 
inspect  this  fine  instrument  now  finished 
and  erected  in  the  room  built  expressly  for 
it,  contiguous  to  Mr.  Morris’s  parlors.  It 
is  a  marvel  of  architectural  beauty,  and 
what  is  of  more  importance,  range,  melody 
and  sonorousness.  Nothing  has  been  omit¬ 
ted  that  oould  add  to  its  completeness,  ev¬ 
ery  recent  improvement  and  device  of  late 
years  having  been  introduced.  It  has  thir¬ 
teen  full  speaking  stops,  two  banks  of  keys, 
the  usual  coupler,  a  super-octave  coupler 
on  the  great  and  a  sub-octave  on  the  swell 
organ. 

There  are  also  eight  combination  pedals, 
by  the  action  of  which  the  organist  is  almost 
entirely  relieved  from  manipulating  the  side 
stops — and  can  by  a  single  movement  of  the 
foot  produce  nearly  every  combination  and 
variety  of  tone  he  may  require. 

The  instrument  has  already  given  abon- 
satinf action,  and  it  is  proposed,  at  an  early 
day,  that  an  opportunity  to  hear  its  sweet 
tones  will  be  afforded  ns  in  the  form  of 
a  fine  musical  entertainment  for  the  ben 
efit  of  the  Hope  Chapel  Sunday  SchooL
